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A NEW SOURCE OF REVENUE. 
To propose a new source of income for a Government, on the 
face of it, looks like charlatanerie. The theory of taxation is 
the best discussed part of political science, and the practice of 
taxation is much older than its theory. For centuries the 
acutest minds under the keenest necessity have inquired how 
they could best obtain money to defray the cost of Govern- 
ment. In many cases they wanted money exceedingly, and 
were likely to investigate very accurately every possible source 
of it. At first sight, therefore, it is very unlikely that any 
new plan of raising money can be discovered. And yet we 
venture to propose a new plan. We do not indeed say that 
the sum of new money thus obtuined will be very iarge; on 
the contrary, we admit it will be small. If it had been of 
first-rate magnitude it would have been proposed long ago. 
But we say that this plan will produce some money ; and that 
the money accruing from it will not be obtained (as in ordi- 
nary taxation) by hurting the nation, but, on the contrary, by 
benefiting the nation, and that even those who pay it will be 
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better off than they are now. And even a little money so 
obtained is worth having, because it is pure gain. 


Our plan is this:—At present our law courts attempt 
to perform functions which they cannot perform well, | 
which in fact they perform very ill, and for which | 
they make no sufficient charge. We propose that a 
public department shall undertake the work,—that it 
shall be made to perform it well, and that it shall | 
charge a reasonable sum for so doing. In the Court of | 
Chaccery there are two great classes of suits—contentious suits | 
and administrative suits. The first are what we ordiaarily | 
mean by law suits, and are the only ones which a common | 
person ever thinks of when he hears that word. In them’! 
there is some question either of fact or law—difficult or easy, 
as the case may be—to be decided. Upon this question, in 
process of time, the Court gives its decision, and then the suit 
is ended. But in administrative suits there is no such ques- 
tion. Suppose, for example, that a testator names as executors 
to his will persons whom he has not asked to be such, and 
who at his death refuse to act. Then his estate is thrown | 
into Chancery, and it is wound up, as the phrase is, | 
“under the direction of the Court.” In the same) 
way it is a principle of equity that a trust shall | 
not fail for want of a trustee, for that the Court, 
itself will act as a trustee. And with that object the 
Court of Chancery has the custody of various moneys and 
various properties throughout England, which it manages as 
well as it can, and the income of which it annually distributes 
among the persons to whom each part of it belongs. Now 
here there is no law at all; no judicial investigation neces- 
sary ; no apparatus of lawyers required. The Court is simply 
doing what the executor would have done, had there been a 
satisfactory executor, or the trustee, if there had been a satis- 
factory trustee. The matter is one of pure business ; it is 
no more a legal matter than the keeping a grocer’s shop is a 
legal matter. The management of land and the distribution 
of money are not at all judicial functions: if executive func- 
tions exist, these are surely such. No doubt such duties 
are very commonly the necessary conclusion of Chancery 
suits. Suppose, for example, that the rights of various parties 
under various deeds and wills have been litigated for 
years, and in the end it is settled that the only present interest 
in the property is a life interest subject to incumbrances 
beyond the value and perhaps itself preceded by certain 


annuities and prior mortgages ; that as soon as the life-owner | 


dies the property is to go away to certain children, born or 
unborn. In such a curious and complex result of litigation, 
some one must clearly have charge of the property. There 
must be some person in whom all the antagonistic parties 
have confidence to manage the property and to divide the 
income. But there is no “law” in it. The “law” is at 


an end when the decree is given, and when by the terms of | 


that decree it is settled who is to have the property. 


Although therefore an administrative suit is, according to the | 
present practice, a very natural and common end of a con- | 


tentious suit in Chancery, there is no reason why it should be 
so any more than in the common case where for default of a 
trustee the Court undertakes to be trustee. In both cases 
the Court undertakes to perform an executive duty which is 
brought to its notice, and which there is no one else to perform. 

In what manner a court of law performs administrative 
duties if it by mistake undertakes them, mercantile men 
have for many years past had painfully sufficient means of 
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judging. The Court of Bankruptey till this year for a very 
long period discharged such functions, and the result was that

men of business almost rose up in arms against the Court. 
The money of the creditors was neglected, wasted, and spent, 
till the most promising “estates” paid scarcely a dividend. 
When the account was examined “expenses” were found to 
have swallowed up nearly all; almost nothing was divided, 
for almost everything was spent on the cost of division. 


In the Court of Chancery the same causes have produced 


| the same effects, and even on a greater scale, because they 


have operated for a longer time. In bankruptcy, as soon as 
there was a large fund in hand, it was necessary to divide 
something; it was essentially a temporary possession of the 
Court ; it was in transitu ; the duty of the Court was to dis- 
tribute the principal, not to apportion the income. But pro- 
The Court, according to the 
saying, “ delights in a fund.” The duty of the Court is to 
keep the “fund,” and only to divide the income. And the 


| effect is, that no one gets from the fund an income at all ap- 


proaching to that which it ought to yield. The most con- 


_ spicuous case was the Thellusson case ; there the testator had 


tied up his property so that no one should enjoy the income 
for an immense period, for a time indeed so long that the 
| Legislature interfered and said that no accumulative bequests 
for that time should hereafter be legal. The object of Mr. 
| Thellusson was the childish one of founding a family that was 
| to be enormously rich ; he expected that the accumulations of 
| years would raise the sum he left to an extravagant size. 
But they did not so raise it; the fund was in the custody of 
the Court ; and it came out not very much greater than it 
'wentin. The lawyers had attended to it and lived upon it, 
and, in consequence, it never grew. In smaller cases similar 
| results have happened. We have now before us a case in 
| which a considerable income ought to have been applied to 
_ the reduction of incumbrances on a life estate. But, practi- 
cally, the incumbrances are very slowly reduced. There are 
| many parties to the suit; each of these has a lawyer, and 
| they summon one another and have fees at the cost of the 
| fund.

And the administration of these suits might very fairly be 
made to yield a revenue. The parties to these suits cannot 
manage the property themselves ; they want a trustee, and 
they may fairly be asked to pay a trustee. At present 
the charge they pay is so enormous, and the result so bad, that 

| they would in almost every case be glad to pay a fair sum for 

| a tolerable result. It would be worth something to have an 
office where a man of business could get a plain account if he 

| wanted it, and when he wanted it, and without asking any 
lawyer. Nor would the accruing revenue be in the end 
wholly contemptible. Many persons would be glad to leave 
the State their property in trust for those who come after 
them. At present they can only attain this object by 
bequeathing their estate to be administered “ under the direc. 
“ tion of the Court”—that is, they are compelled to leave it 
to a department of the State which is for this purpose insuffi. 
cient. And therefore they prefer to ask persons of whom 
they know little, on whom they have few claims, and in whom 
they do not feel a thorough confidencé. But if the State 
would entrust the work to a fit department instead of an 
unfit, and perform it efficiently and not inefficiently, they 
would far prefer the State. 

This too is the peculiar juncture for such a happy change. 
By a stroke of good fortune that is not likely to happen soon 
again, we have a very keen and able lawyer for Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. And what is more, all our law courts are 
being remodelled ; equity is being thrown into jaw and law 
into equity. Such immense changes are being made that 
other changes can easily be made also, The law courts are 
just now being made what they ought as they ought ; and just 
now also we should remove from them what they cannot do 

and ought not to profess to do, 








THE LIBERALS AND THE EMPEROR. 

We argued last week that the Emperor would doubtless 
learn much from the result of the plebiscite, and that 
what he would learn would ail be in favour of pursuing his 
liberal policy. —from which indeed, with such a demonstration 
of the opinions of the great cities of France, of Algeria, 
and of an important fraction of the army, against him, 
it would be the utmost rashness, and a sort of rashness 
not at all natural to the Emperor, to depart. If it is true, 
as the French papers tell us, that “in 17 departments 
‘‘ where the number of the uneducated is less than a twentieth, 
“there have been 26 per cent. of Noes, while in 63 depart- | 
“ments where the number of the uneducated is from a half | 
“ to three-quarters, the number of “Noes” was only 11} per | 
“cent.,” the force of this argument will be very much || 
strengthened, and is not at all likely to be overlooked 
by the Emperor. He well knows that education must 
go on and must go on rapidly, and that if the Empire 
is to be regarded favourably only by the uneducated, 
its cause will soon be doomed; whereas it is not likely 
to be regarded favourably by the educated unless he 
makes great concessions to that sense of personal dignity 
in the people, and that love of freedom, which education 
is sure to produce. On the other hand, we argued that the 
Liberals, if they were wise, would recognise the vote as deci- 
sive at least for the Emperor's life-time, and not attempt to 
overthrow, on popular principles, the vote of so immense 4 
majority of the people of France. We said at the time that 
we entertained very much more fear leat the Liberals should 
fail to profit by the results of the plebiscite than lest the 
Emperor should so fail. He has shown throughout his career 
a steady purpose of studying the signs of the times, and accom- 
modating his conduct asa ruler to the lesson so obtained ; and 
this habit of his, whatever may be the character of its motive, 
is a tolerably sure index to his action, But the Radicals as 4 
[ Party, on the other hand, have been to some extent 80 
intoxicated with the popular sound of their ideas, that they

have always showed too much contempt for that process of | fanatical Republicans who are Republicans from the socialist 


verification which tests whether or not their ideas be really 
popular,—really the ideas of a majority of their country- 
men. To be more popular than the people themselves 
is a not uncommon fault of democratic parties, the general 
effect being more reaction against the name of democratic 
principles than the people, if they were really consulted by 
their self-elected spokesmen, wouid be at all likely to approve, 
But whatever the course pursued by the Irreconcilables, there 

is a very considerable party of Parliamentary Liberals, whose 
preference of course would be for a Parliamentary govern- 
ment without an Empire, but wro would be quite willing to 
act in any manner most likely to secure to France the largest 
portion of practical freedom. We wish to discuss in this 
article what course they ought to pursue for the special end 
they have in view,—the consolidation of free institutions, 
whether with an Empire or without it. Will they be wiser to 
give their support to the Emperor, and to try to commit him 
to genuinely representative principles of government, or to lead 
a bitter opposition to the Emperor on the ground that by this 
plebiscite he has virtually assailed the Constitutional principles 
he had seemed to accept, and that he has since acquiesced in 

an Administration devoted to him personally, instead of one 

which commands the confidence of the genuine Liberals in 

the Corps Legislatif? We believe that so far as it is possible, 

so far as support of the Empire does not involve support of 

personal Government either by the Emperor or his creatures, 

the wisest thing the moderate Liberals can do is to make 

it perfectly clear that they do support the Empire,—that they 

have no sort of wish for any change of régime, for any start 

de novo, so long as the present system is steadily worked in a 

Liberal direction. And for this we believe that we can give 

very strong reasons. 


The real alternative in France is between an empire and a 
republic ; nay more, we sincerely believe that it is an alterna- 
tive between a Bonapartist Empire and a socialist Republic. 
The Bonapartist Empire may, we sincerely believe, be made 
consistent with a very large amount of practical freedom, with 
an honestly-worked constitutional system of Parliamentary 
government. The socialist Republic, if it were to succeed at 
ali, would no doubt be also worked by Parliamentary forms, } 
and it is quite conceivable that a Parliamentary form for it 
might be invented which would be strung enough, however 
wanting it might be in popularity with the peasantry. But the 
Empire, as an Empire, has outlived its day of absolutism, and 
is already aware that if it is to continue it must sober down 
into Constitutionalism. On the other hand, the Republic, as 
a Republic, has never yet succeeded in fairly trying the ex- 
periment of Republicanism; and there is no sort of doubt 
but that the class with which Republican ideas are most 
popular, the class whose wishes would determine the drift of 
the Republican policy, if it were ever tried, would be in favour 
of a great socialistic experiment. France is not a country to 
be governed without some appeal to the imagination. The 
Empire appeals to the imagination of the peasantry in one 
way—as a symbol of stability and magnificence. The 
Republic would appeal to the imagination of the operative 
classes in another way—as a symbol of equality and fraternity. 
It would be of no use in the world to try either experiment 
without satisfying the imaginative needs of the classes by 
whose favour it was to succeed. The Bonapartist Empire, 
with ali its faults, evidently does fairly satisfy the wish of the 
peasantry of France for a safe and Conservative government, 
and also for a certain unity and splendour in connection with 
that government. The Republic, if it were ever to succeed, 
could not succeed by the mere help of those who wish for a 


in it, such as may be said, perhaps, to have been aimed 
at, if not to exist, in America. The masses who heartily 
desire a Republic in France do not really wish for a govern- 
ment of this type. On the contrary, they wish for 
one which should attempt a far more exciting experiment than 
any Empire,—a socialist experiment on a grand scale,—and 
it would be quite impossible, if once the magic word “ Re- 
public” were uttered, to restrain the most ardent supporters 
of such a scheme from moulding the attempt to their own views. 
We do not then feel the slightest doubt but that the few 
rationalist Republicans who only wish for a Republic from dis-

When the unreasoning political emotions subside, the rea- 
soning judgment begins to exercise a sensible sway. The | 
years which followed the coup d'état were years of profound || 
darkness for all reasonable and thoughtful politicians; but |. 
the blackness of that night is now passed, and the Empire, | 
if it is to be heartily supported, must be Liberal and in all |; 
important respects Parliamentary. Not so with the Republican 
idea, if that should regain its ascendancy. In France it } 
would certainly have to pass through a fanatical stage before it | 
could sober down into such a Government as moderate men and | | 
sensible economists could for a moment approve. For this r 
reason especially we wish to see the thinking Liberals of France | 
avail themselves of the existing Empire rather than seek to | 
bring about any change of Constitutional form. A blind popular | 
feeling once fairly on the wane is the best conceivable cement 
for a political system ; and if you can engraft upon it rational | 
and Liberal principles, which shall win support by their own i 
intrinsic merit, you come very near the best conceivable form | 
of popular Government. That is what we have in England. | 
The Liberals of France will do well to avail themselves of the i 
advantages offered by the present situation to secure a similar | 
combination of political advantages for France. 


THE COMMERCIAL ELEMENT IN THE COUNCIL | 
OF INDIA. 
WE confess to a certain sympathy with the object of Mr | 
Graves’s motion of Tuesday, though we distrust the method 
by which he proposes to secure it. The member for Liver- | 
pool, in a somewhat heavy but well-considered speech, pro- | 
posed that ‘‘ the Council of India should embrace among its 
‘*‘ members persons practically conversant withthe trade and | 
‘“* commerce of India,” and argued that the existing Council 
did not contain such persons. It consisted of fifteen gentle- 
men, of whom nine were “ civilians’’ in the Indian sense of 
that word, three soldiers, and three retired judges ; but it had 
no experienced financier, no merchant, and no representative of | 
the great “settler” interest. The omission is remakable, as | 
the Indian Government professes great desire to increase a | 
trade, which, although it amounts to 100 millions, is still | 
extremely small for so vast a continent, as finance | 
is its permanent trouble, and as the Chambers of 
Commerce have exercised great pressure to obtain more | 
attention to commercial matters. It is the interest of the 
India House to be strong on that side, and it must, on the 
whole, be pronounced somewhat weak. Except in special cases, | 
such as the export duty on rice, the commercial policy of the | 
House has not been bad, Anglo-lndians having accepted free 
trade with much cordiality ; but its enterprise has been slight, | 
ani its attention to the subject very intermittent. There 
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= for years without a wharf, Madras without a break- 
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| willing to develop commerce, are not alive to the extent 
ti of the development which might be secured. The efforts of 
i] the House, for example, to open a safe route into Western 


China, and so facilitate a traffic which if it could reach the 
| Burrampooter or the Irrawaddy might amount to many millions 
| a year, have been somewhat petty and parsimonious. The great 
| ports, Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, have been starved, or left 
|to depend entirely on municipal resources of a very inadequate 
| kind, while the effort to supply the greatest want of India— 
‘more harhours—has been simply contemptible. It was stated 
‘in Parliamevt a few months ago that a proposed enquiry into 
\the facilities offered by the coast for the construction 
of new ports was refused, because it would cost 
2.0007, though 200,000/ might be spent with advantage 
in the search. No Government, with an earnest desire to 
| develope commerce, would, we tbink, leave the magnificent 
Delta of the Ganges with only one port, or the East coast 
without any—for Madras is only a roadstead—or abstain from 
| an effort either io purchase or to lease Goa, or leave the rivers 


| of the South in their present condition, or reject so eummarily 


all projects for creating a port at the mouth of the Hooghly. 
|The Government is afraid of the expense of such enter- 


| prises, though it has only to buy the land round any 


| port

/There is a certain absence of appreciation of the subject

Our | guarded, but the almest absolute rejection of which in our 
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own railway history has not been altogether beneficial. In 
Russia as in India the bargain with the companies includes a 
provision that the advances of the Government are to be 
repaid out of profits, the amount in Russia being debited to the 
companies at 4 per cent. interest per annum ; and the ultimate 
effect of the difference between thetwo systems in regard tothe 
payment of interest during construction will be that in Russia 
there will be a larger nominal capital on which the guaran- 
teed interest is reckoned, and that in India there will be a 
larger amount of advances to be repaid. The Russian system 
however is the more scientific of the two. Perhaps it is not 
necessary to add the explanation that though the bondholders 
are paid out of stock during construction, the Russian Govern- 
ment is still liable for the amount of the guarantee “from 
the very day the bands are issued.” What we have been 
dealing with is merely the effect on the finances of the State, and 
the arrangement is such that till the lines are opened the 
Russian Budget is not burdened with any charge. There is 
no doubt a contingent liability under the absolute guarantee, 
but then “the whole capital realised by the issue of bonds is 
placed in the hands of the Government, which gives it out to 
the companies according to the progress of the works, certified 
by Government inspectors. The Government has thus 
material means to enforce the payment of the coupons till the 
opening of the line.” 





Corton Prosprcts.—lIa an article in February last on the 
Revival in Lancashire, we pointed out the probability of a 
continuance of the prosperity for some time. It was certain 
that there would be a good demand, and although there was 
not the same assurance of a full and cheap supply, yet the 
uncertainty would operate in favour of those who had their mills 
open. We have now had two or three months’ more expe- 
rience, and one or two facts which were then doubtful are 
clearer. J irst, the American supply will certainly be a good 
deal in excess of the supply of the previous season. The crop 
is now known to be about 3,000,000 bales, half a million more 
than the crop of the previous season ; and we have already 
received a good deal more from America than we did the 
previous year. To take the Board of Trade figures, which 
come down to the end of March, we get the following com-

—cr about 140,000 bales of 400 Ibs. According to the New 
York Commercial Chronicle there had actually been shipped 
to this country from Sept. 1 to April 29 about 350,000 
bales more than had been shipped in the corresponding period 
of 1868-69 ; and we shall probably get in the season the whole 
estimated excess of half-a-million bales. But second, the

And the subsequent shipments from India are also reported 
deficient. The deficiency will thus go a good way to balance 
the American excess. It appears, however, that Lancashire 
has been better supplied than the figures indicate. While the 
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whole imports since October have been about the same in the

Thus the continuous prosperity of Lancashire until now is 
intelligible, the conditions having remained substantially 
what they were three months ago. With regard to the 
future there must be uncertainty for a few months more, but 
there would seem to be a good many more chances of a fuller 
cotton supply. A good deal of Indian cotton is only late, so 
that the whole supply before the end of the year will not be 
far short of that of-1869; and if the weather is not unfavour- 
able the new American crop may be half-a-million bales more 
than that of last season. This is only what may be fairly expected 
from the renewed energy of the South. We may be sure also 
that nothing which has happened this season will prevent the 
Indian crop from being extended as much as possible, and the 
supply increased. Unless some accident happens to the 
American crop the Lancashire manufacturer may expect even 
more favourable conditions for profit next autumn and winter 
than those of the last few months. 


SS SENSE 


Tue Cuannet PassaGe.—The decision of the House of 
Commons’ Committee in favour of “The International Com- 
munication Bill”’—one of the many schemes which have been 
put forward lately for improving communication with the 
Continent,—is an event of some interest. It shows that the long- 
felt need of a more convenient passage across the Channel than 
is now possible with the present shallow and inconvenient ports 
on the French side, which necessitate the use of inferior vessels, 
is at length being practically met. The scheme proposed, 
without attempting anything so brilliant or costly as the 
expedient of bridging or tunnelling, will probably effect 
about as much. It is to employ large vesse.s capable of con- 
taining a train of twelve carriages on the upper deck and 
another train of twelve carriages on the lower deck, so that 
passengers will be enabled to go from Londen to Paris without 
change of carriages, independent of wind or tide in crossing 
the Channel, and, in consequence of the size of the vessels, 
with no fear of sea-sickness. Special harbours into which 
short railway lines will run, and fitted with hydraulic 
lifts for embarking and disembarking the trains, are 
to be built at Dover, on the English side, and at Andre- 
celles, near Boulogne, on the French side; and it is to form 
the Dover harbour that the present bill is required. The 
speed of the steamer is expected to be twenty to twenty-five 
miles an hour. The Committee’s approval of the Bill is sub- 
ject to the assent of the French Emperor being obtained for 
the works on the French side; but it was stated in evidence | 
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that he is favourable to the project, so that we may look for- 
ward to its being rapidly pushed. 





Coal Trades Review, in publishing a corrected tabulated state- 
ment of the blast furnaces now blowing in Great Britain, | 
makes a comparison of this statement with one which it pub- | 


lished two years ago. According to this account— 

In nearly every district there has been a marked increase in the 
number of furnaces in blast. In the Nerth of England this is 103 | 
against 86; West coast, 44 against 34; South Staffordshire, 104 against |

97; North Staffordshire, 31 against 24; Derbyshire, 34 compared with 
30; South Wales and Monmouth, 117 against 114; Scotland, 132 com- 
pared with 114. In the West Riding, the returns show a decrease from 
30 to 28 furnaces. It should be mentioned, however, thatsuch a general 
re-construction of works has been going on in the North of England 
that the increase in the number of furnaces in blast by no means repre- 
sents the development of that district. Besides this twenty-one new 
furnaces are being now erected in Cleveland. The increase in the 
West coast district is very marked, and there also a number of new 
furnaces are being built. In the other districts very little extension is in 
progress. The total returns give 911 furnaces built and 640 in blast. 
Of those not in blast it may be safely asserted that fully one-half of | 
them are not likely to be blown again. It is not easy to estimate the 
production of the furnaces in blast; but it cannot now be less than at | 
the rate of from five millions and a half to five millions and three 
quarters tens per annum.

Tie OpnicaTions or SurpowNeRs TO FrREIGHTERS.—A 
case of importance to merchants and shipowners—Novara v. 
Henderson—came before the Court of Queen’s Bench on Sa- 
turday. The plaintiffs were Liverpool merchants, and brought 
the present action against the owners of a steamship trading 
between Alexandria and Liverpool and Glasgow for loss occa- 
sioned to a cargo of beans through the neglect of the master. 
The cargo was freighted to Glasgow, and was damaged by an 
accident to the vessel when it was going down the Mersey 
after it had touched at Liverpool. The ship had to be run 


| ashore to prevent sinking, and to enable it to be repaired part 


| of the beans were taken cut and put into lighters, but restored 


without being dried. Afterwards the ship proceeded on her 
voyage to Glasgow, although in the meantime the plaintiffs 
wrote to the agents that they were ready to receive the cargo 
in Liverpool, provided a proportionate reduction were made 
from the freight. The cargo was found greatly deteriorated 
in Glasgow and sgld ata loss, and the suit was brought for 
the neglect of the master in not taking care to dry the beans 
before he proceeded on his voyage. The Lord Chief Justice 
held that the plaintiffs were entitled to recover. Quoting an 


opinion of Lord Stowell to the effect that if the cargo was 


perishable it should be transhipped or sold in such circum- 


|| stances, he said that the master was the agent for the 
| freighter, and though not bound to delay the voyage in order 


to put the cargo in a proper condition, yet being compelled to 
stay for repairs he was bound to do all he reasonably could to 
put the damaged cargo in a proper condition. It had been so 
decided in the American courts, with which they agreed, 
“though if the object could be obtained by a delay which 
would cause no prejudice to anyone, it might be the duty of 
the master to incur that delay.” In the present case it ep- 


| peared that the time for drying the cargo before the vessel 
_ was ready to proceed was too short, but that was no justifica- 
| tion for proveeding with it. 


As acting for the freighter the 


master was bound either to tranship the cargo or to sell it, 


and if he had sold it the ship would not have been entitled 

freight pro rata; but even this alternative was not forced 
upon him by the offer of the freighter at Liverpool. The 
shipowner was therefore liable for the loss occasioned to the 
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Traprs’ Untons in tHe Corton Trapr.—We read 
with some dismay the reports of Trades’ Union agitation 
among the Lancashire cotton-spinners. It is stated that the 
‘whole of the cotton-spinners unions in Cheshire, Derbyshire, 
Lancashire, and Yorkshire have just been formed into one 


| general association, which, since the 1st instant, has comprised 
| the following unions and their districts :—Ashton-under-Lyne, 


Blackburn and East Lancashire, Bolton, Bury, Droylsden, 
Failsworth, Hyde, Gorton, Glossop, Lancaster, Leigh, Preston, 
Manchester, Mossley, Oldham, Staleybridge, and Stockport. 
The Union of Oldham alone, with its nine districts, comprised 
upwards of 2,000 members, and the general association now 
numbers upwards of 12,000, forming the largest union of 
spinners that has existed since the passing of the Ten Hours’ 
Bill.” The idea of this confederation is to accumulate a vast 
strike fund which will make “levies” unnecessary during a strike ; 
and it is added that the weavers, who have hitherto been weaker 
Unionists, are moving in the same direction as the spinners. 
We cannot think that this arrangement will be beneficial to 
the industry of Lancashire. If the action of a single monster 
union—more capricious and unmanageable than any natural 
agency—is to be added to the uncertainties of the trade, the

—an increase as regards revenue of about 600,000/ over the 
total of the previous year; of 2,000,000/ and upwards over 
the revenue of 1867-68 ; and of 55 per cent., it is noted, over 
the revenue of 1863-64. With a Budget of 10,000,000/ and 
a surplus Brazil will count as a more important State finan- 
cially than a country like Spain, which has barely a revenue 
of 20,000,000/ and a large deficit. It is observable that the 
official estimates of the cost of the Paraguayan war to Brazil 
are mounting up. Last year the assertion of a Buenos Ayres 
journal that the cost would be 56,000,000/ was strongly con- 
tradicted, and the figure of 30,000,000/ named instead. Now, 
however, it is stated that “on the whole the war has caused 
an outlay of about 40,000,000/, exclusive of certain expenses, 
pensions, and half-pay provided for in the ordinary expendi- 
ture of the empire.” Of course it may be explained that a 
year has passed since the date of the former reckoning, during 
part of which period warlike operations have been carried on; 
but the winding-up of the war can hardly have cost 10,000,000/ 
if the war itself only cost 30,000,000/.

We cannot say we are very fond of the use of diagrams in 
statistics. Statistical conclusions are of little practical use un- 
less they can be put into short, rememberable propositions ; and 
when you have such propositions, the labour of translating them 
into diagrams hardly repays the cost. These may sometimes help 
to fix impressions, but after all people don’t think and discuss in 
diagrams, and statistical discussion, unless it is to be very slow, 
must mainly be carried on without them. Still, if anything 
could reconcile one to the use of diagrams it would be such a 
work as the present, where the conclusions in words are them- 
selves brief and good and are illustrated with no little care, so 
that the diagram does assist the text, and vice versa. The labour 
having been undertaken and being useful, we are not disposed 
to criticise too closely whether the same labour might not have 
been otherwise employed to more profit. The diagrams embrace 
such po.nts as the relative numbers of the people at various ages, 
the relative numbers of married and single, &c., the proportion 
of the permanent to the fluctuating population, the proportion 
of self-supporting men and women at various ages, the crowding 
of the population, and various other matters of interest in the 
life of a great city. To the students of population this study of 
the Berlin census will be invaluable, oe not least as a model of 
what can be made of such investigations.

He concludes that if a perty who 
bought a bond for 1,020/ of the loan of 1222 at 60/ were now to 
sell at the present price (29 per cent.) the stock representing that 
bond after all conversions, . would realise the whole of his 
capital and an interest of 23 per cent. perannum. But Mr 
Alvarez admits after all that this is not a satisfactory result (we 
should think not), and his consolation to the bondholders is that 
the day is not far distant when the position of the country will 
be consolidated and the Spanish 3 per Cents. will command a 
price of 54, in which event the Londholder will find himself ** in 
as good or a better position than if he had had his capital em- 
ployed in any of the other stocks held in the greatest estima- 
tion.” The pamphlet is thus a somewhat curious production, 
but it contains good information as to the state of the foreign 
debt of Spain.

Fortunately, however, the Government 
reserved to itself the privilege of abandoning the annulty system 
and paying the company in the lump. M. de Soubeyran’s 
first proposition was tnat it should raise a loan to pay 
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the companies, and he showed that for an annual charge 
not exceeding the 32,779,400 it conld obtain a capital 
of 753,500,000, whieh would be sufficient for the purpose, 
and leave it a considerable balance, the said loan _besides 
being accompanied by a sinking fund which would clear it off in 
the 86 years.

The French holders of Austrian bonds have, like the English, 
freqveutly complained of the tax that was imposed on them some 
time ago, and 130 holders of 5,276 of the 1868 obligations have 
just signed a petition to the Corps Legislatif renewing the com- 
plaint. But what can be done? The French Government not 
very long since pointed out the injustice of the tax to the Austrian 
Csbinel, but notwithstanding the strong desire of the latter for 
political reasons to please it no redress could be obtained. A 
petition more recently presented to the Senate drew forth a decla- 
ration on authority that no remedy was to be expected. Still it is 
natural and even right that the bond-holders should continue to 
complain, if only to show the Austrian Parliament that it cannot 
do wrong with impunity. It was the Parliament more than 
the Government which compelled the adoption of the tax; 
and it did s0, dit-on, not so much from love of economy 
as from the desire of the majority of its members, who are pro- 
fessors, doctors, and debtors, to spite capitalists. These good 
people had not sufficient science to see that in depriving the hated 
capitalists of their due they would damage the credit of the State. 
Most of the Austrian Ministers, though obliged to aceept the 
measure, condemned it; end Count von Beust, the chief of them, 
I am informed, did so very strongly, and does so still. 


A judgment just given by the Imperial Court of Paris may be 
of interest to speculators on the Bourse. A certain Mr Thomp- 
| son, an Englishman, engaged in very extensive operations (they 
amounted, it is said, between July, 1867, and May, 1869, to not 
less than 356,000,000f, making 14,240,000/), had speculated for a 
fall at the end of April last in the French Threes, in the 
_ Austrian Railways, and the Suez Canal, but the result was 
contrary to his «expectation. He could not pay the differences, 
and was ‘‘executed.” The sums produced by the execution, 
joined to those he had deposited with his brokers as a guarantee, 
not sufficing to clear him, one of them brought an action against 
_ him for the sum remaining due. In answer, he pleaded that his 
_speculatins had been purely and simply gambling, and that the 
broker knew it. On the part of the broker, it was represented 
that Thompson had given himself out as a banker and as the agent 
of foreign capitalists, and that consequently his operations must be 
| considered bona fide. But the Court, after investigating the tacts, 
| said that it appeared that Thompson bad taken out no licence 
either as banker or trader, bad lived in very modest style, bad no 
oflice and no clerks, and had only his own limited capital to 
dispose of: all which the plaintiff knew, or, on making 
inguiry, might have learned. It followed that the specu- 
lations of such a man carried on to an enormous figure, 
and settled when they were setiled not by the delivery or the 
receipt of securities but by payment of differerces, were “ in 
reality only bets on a rise or a fall which were condemned by the 
law aud by morality,” and could not consequently be made the 
subject of a lawsuit. Andas the Court beld that the broker 
“ could not have been mistaken” on the matter, it dismissed his 
action, and ordered him to pay the costs.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, the regulations for the navigation by night of the 
Straits of the Dardanelles and Bosphorus by merchant-vessels outward 
bound, which have been forwarded by the Turkish Ambassador. 

The Right Honourable the Lords of the Committee of Privy Council 
for Trade have received, through the Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, a Despatch from Her Majesty’s Consul at Charleston, reporting 
that, from the Ist of May until the 31st October of the present year, all 
vessels arriving at that port from infeeted ports will be subjected to a 
quarantine of thirty days duration; and that vessels bringing clean 
bills of health from United States Consuls will be detained, at the dis- 
cretion of the health officer. ; 

From a return which has just been issued it appears that in the year 
ended 30th of September last, there were in England 2,298 brewers, 
69,369 victuallers, 49,130 persons licensed to sell beer to be drunk on 
the premises, and 3,154 licensed to seli beer not to be drunk on the 
premises; also 18,902 victuallers who brew their own beer, besides

from Barbadoes; 397,870 cwt came from British India, 93,390 ewt from , 
the Straits Settlements, 424,515 cwt from Mauritius.

In 1860, the future of continental politics was still regarded 
with some apprehension. The Bank rate had been reduced 
from 44 to 4 per cent. Several brokers had been suspended 
by the Committee of the Stock Exchange fcr having trans- 
acted business for Pullinger, the fraudulent cashier of the 
Union Bank of London. 

In 1867, in consequence of the favourable position of the 
continental Exchanges, gold was coming into the country. 
Investments were being freely made in the Government funds. 
Cotton had declined 3d per lb. 

In 1868, the Credit Mobilier had collapsed. Money was 
abundant, and the rate for good short paper was not above 
12 per cent. in the open market. An official quotation had 
been granted, after much opposition, to the new Spanish 
Three per Cent. loan. 

In 1869, the Honduras Railway loan for 2,000,000/ had 
been announced. The stock markets had ruled firm, and the 
tendency of prices had been upwards. The open market 
quotation for short paper was 4} per cent. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1860, a deficiency of 
8,040,3587; in 1867, a deficiency of 1,936,870/ ; in 1868, an

Discount anp Money Marxer.—There appears to be | 
some real signs in the discount market that the demand for | 
money is diminishing for the purposes for which it has been | 
so much in request for two or three years past, viz., for specu- | 
lating for the rise in the stock markets, and increasing for the | 
purposes of legitimate trade. The demand for money hitherto | 
has been the largest in the great towns, and especially 
in London; but the last week or two the inquiries 
have been less for Stock Exchange purposes, and more 
for trade operations from the provinces. The ruling rate in 
the general market seems to be more fixedly on a level with 
the Bank rate, and the demand for money sets in the direc- 
tion of Threadneedle street in a way that indicates a smaller 
general supply outside the Bank, If time proves that for the 
present we have left 23 behind, the effect upon the market 
of any new loans which may now be introduced will 
obviously be more marked than that produced by previous | 
appeals. Thatthere are new loans coming is certain; 
that a vast deal of money is already lent upon Stock Exchange 
securities, not only by banks and discount honses, but by | 
mercantile houses, is also certain; and with an improving | 
trade demand, which there is no doubt is beginning to affect | 
the discount market from many quarters, the absorbing in- | 
fluences, it must be allowed, are on the increase. Cheap 
money has now ruled for 50 long that it seems) 
reasonable to infer that as the effects of a revival in || 
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trade are felt in our manufacturing districts, to 
some extent it will be showing itself in other countries. 
and that a similar movement will cause a demand for 
the capital which continental rates show still to be very 
plentiful, but which we can only reckon upon less surely as 
time rolls on, even if our terms improve the first.

Forreten Stocxs.—Attention has again been directed this 
week chiefly to Spanish and Turkish securities. Circum- 
stances have been and continue to be more favourable to the 
improvement in the value of the stocks of both Spain and 
Turkey, and it is no more perhaps than the truth to say that 
holders of these securities at higher figures who have been 
waiting and believing in a recovery in their value are very 
fortunate in seeing so much of their hopes realised. A rise of 
about 4 per cent. in a month is equivalent to a clear gain of 
over one million to the holders of the thirty-five millions of 
Spanish stock, If we come to inquire closely the reason for so 
considerable a rise it is difficult satisfactorily to expiain it, 
and it is only by examining the circumstances under which 
the rise has taken place that we can account forit. In the 
first place it is certain that while the value of money remains 
at 3 per cent., and the stocks which have not recovered 
the level from which they fell in 1866 and 1867 
can be pawned without lodging a very heavy margin, 

they will be selected in turn for speculative operations, those

having the best character amongst bankers being taken first ; 
secondly, Spanish stocks have been neglected for reasons |
